iThese lands appear in the Rental Book of the barony 
of Glasgow between the years 1527 and 1564, under the 
varying; names of " Lynny ngis Hawch, Lunyngis Uaucht, 
and Linnaige Hawcht" (Diocesan Registers, 1. pp. 27- 
181). They extended to about twelve acres, and formed 
the south-western portion of Conclud, an ancient 
possession of the see of Glasgow. Subsequent to the 
Reformation the lands were in the possession of several 
rentallers, to whom feu charters were eventually given ; 
and when, about the year 1661, the magistrates and 
council began to acquire the area now forming Glasgow 
Green, " Linniogis-hauch " was purchased by them. 
Originally, the Molendinar Bum was the western 
boundary, but on account of the stream, in times of 
flood, breaking into new channels, portions of the lands 
were transferred from the left to the right bank, and 
thus these detached portions l>ecame the southern 
boundar>' of the properties on the south side of Bridge- 
gate. Taking advantage of the changed course of the 
bum, some of the owners of Bridgegate properties 
appropriated the severed lands.

iThe old Orammar School of Olaagow was situated a 
little west of the High Street, and on the south side of a 
wynd now merged in Ingram Street This wynd was, at 
one time, called Ronald's Wynd — perhaps from its 
forming an entry to Ronald's or Rannald's Yard— but it 
rabeequently took its name from the school. So early 
as the year 1460-1, Simon Dalgleish, precentor and 
official of Glasgow, gifted the site of the school to the 
then rector and his successors, and appointed the 
magistrates and council to he patrons and governors, 
functions which they performed till the Education Act 
of 1872, transferred the management to the School 
BoanL The school buildings were renewed from time 
to time (see Glasgow Charters, pt. i. pp. xxxv., xliii., 
excii., oclxi.), but the original site was retained till the 
year 1788. About that time the town council erected 
a new school on part of their Ramshorn lands, fronting 
George Street, and having no further use for the old 
property, they sold it to the " General Session of Glas- 
gow, administrators for the poor of the city," at the 
price of £900. In the conveyance, the property is 



described as "the old Grammar School in Glasgow, 
belonging to the magistrates and councill of the city of 
Glasgow, as representing the community of the said 
city ; which school is situated on the west side of the 
High Street, leading from the market cross to the 
metropolitan church in Glasgow, lying on the south side 
of the wynd called the Grammar School Wynd ; as also 
the slated house of office and vacant ground, and other 
pertinents belonging to the said school, as the premises 
are possessed and used by the masters of and schollars 
in the sud school, and as the marches tiiereof and walls 
and dyke belonging thereto are ascertained by a decree 
of the dean of guild court of Glasgow, dated 17 April, 
1788" (MS. Sasine Register, 7 July, 1788). The General 
Session disposed of the property in 1829, and it remained 
with private proprietors till 1870, when* it was acquired 
by the Improvements Trustees (Purchase No. 504). 
Part of the site is now possessed by the feuar of a 
steading at the south-west comer of Ingram Street and 
High Street, and the remainder is included in the site of 
the Fire Engine Station now in course of erection.

The former meal market of the 
city was situated in the Blackfriars kirk yard, on the 
opposite side of the High Street, but the space it 
occupied was probably required in connection with the 
alterations mode on the Blakfriars Kirk and yard when 
these were transferred by the college to the city in 1635 
(Glas. Rec i. p. 150 ; Charters, pt. iL pp. 360, 357). The 
new meal nuurket had been erected, and the ** tounes 
i" hewn on the building, before the end of the 



following year (Olasg. Rec. i. pp. 870, 482). In 1766 the 
market premises were extended by the purchase of 
adjoining properties, situated between High Street and 
Shuttle Street, as the " oommoun passage '* was then 
called. 

In the year 1788 the town council had under considera- 
tion a scheme for giving employment to idle and 
disorderly persons, and, as a beginning, transformed 
some of the market granaries into a place for the 
reception of such per8ons,de8ignating the new institution 
the " Glasgow BrideweU " (MS. Council Rec. xxxiii. pp. 
242, 848). This experiment proving successful, more 
commodious premises were subsequently secured, and 
fitted up in Duke Street,and the new Bridewell was opened 
at Whitsunday, 1706 {lb. xxxviU. p. 146X Meanwhile, 
the mealmarket and Bridewell premises on the west side 
of High Street had been disposed of to the college in 
1702 (in excambion for property on the north side of 
Oollowgate), and were held on lease until the inmates 
could be removed to the new Bridewell. After being 
acquired by the college authorities, the site of the 
mealmarket and first Glasgow Bridewell was laid 
out with adjoining ground in building lots, and is now 
partly occupied by the buildings immediately to the 
north of the present College Street.

iThe site of the subdean's manse has been acquired 
by the Glasgow Improvements Trustees (purchases Nos.

iCraigmacht, otherwise called Craigmak orOra^mak, 
is mentioned in protocols Noe. 183, 326, 6J0, 1061, 19U6. 
In the council records the place is frequently referred to 
in connection with the proclamation of Glasgow fair. 
Thus, on 6th July, 1574, "the court of the burght and 
citie of Gla^^" was "haldin at Craigmak, upone the 
fayr evin," when " the baillies, counsale and communite 
present ordanis everilk buytht halder to haxe in 
reddines within the buytht ane halbert, jak, and steil- 
bonet, for eschewing of sik inconvenientis that may 
happin, conforme to the auld statute maid thairanent " 
(Glas};. Reo. i. p. 18). Again, on 6th July, 16(^7, at "the 
held court of Craignache, baldin upone the craig 
thairof," proclamation of the fair was made *Mn our 
soverane lordis name, and in name and behalf of ane 
noble and michtie prince Ludovic, dwik of Lennox, erll 
Damlie, etc., baiHie principall of the regalitie of Gla^ow, 
and his deputis, and of the balleis of the said bruch." 
(lb. p. 267). When M'Ure wrote his History of Glasgow 
(published in 1736) the practice of proclaiming the fair 
at On^gmak, then as now called Oraignaught, was stili 
observed; and he makes this curious remark on the 
subject : " It was at the special instance of a prior of 
the convent of the Grayf riars that the fair . . . was 
procured, and the community of this city was so sensible 
of this favour, and the advantage of that fair, or con- 
course of the neighbourhood of all ranks coming to the 
dty, that every last day of the fur annually they went 
and paid their complements to the prior of the Grayf riarfl 
at the convent ; and to this day the fair is fenced within 
the inclosure or garden where the convent stood, at a 
place they call (but upon what account I cannot tell) 
Craignaught" (1830 edition, p. 57). As is well known, 
Glasgow fair was instituted under a charter by King 
William the Lion (1189-98, Glasg. Charters, pt. ii. p. 6) 
before the order of Greyf riars came into existence, so that 
the annual meeting at Craigmak cannot have originated 
in the way stated by M'Ure. Nor does it seem to be 
correct to say that the Greyfriars enclosure included 
Craigmak, though it is supposed that the two places 
adjoined each other (see No. 1061). Craigmak lay on the 
north side of Grammar School Wynd (now Ingram Street), 
and between the present Shuttle Street on the east and 
Ramshorn ground on the west. The Associate Con- 
gregation of Glasgow, formed in 1740, at first conducted 
worship in a tent at CroeshiU; but shortly afterwards 
they acquired a portion of Craignaught yaitl, and there 



erected a church fronting Shuttle Street. Adjoining 
grounds were subsequently acquired by theoongregation, 
and the building in North Albion Street, now occupied 
by their lineal successors, Greyf rian U.P. oongregation, is 
situated either on Craignaught or adjoining ground. The 
site of the first church and other portions of Cnugnaught, 
now traversed by Coll^^ Street, were conveyed by the 
church trustees to Glasgow College in 1845(Sa8ine R^., 
vol. 283 fol. 221). Another place of worship called the 
Canon Street Chapel, belonging to the FYee Presbyteiian 
Society of Glasgow, stood on the southern poition of 
Craignaught, between 1766 and 1860. Part of the site is 
now occupied by the buildings on the north ride of 
Ingram Street and west side of Albion Street (Cleland's 
Annals, 1829, pp. 133-4; Glasgow Past and Present, 
1851, vol. i. pp. 165-6; Sasine Reg., voL 847 fol. 236). 
Under the act of Parliament, 5 Geo. iv. o. 107, the lower 
part of Albion Street was widened, and a portion of the 
"yard called Craignaucht" was acquired by the town 
council from the Free Presbyterian Society and used for 
the purpose (Sasine Register, 26 December, 1828; rtL 
139, f . 127). 

The derivation of the first part of the name is obvious 
—a ridge of whinstone at the place suffieientiy account- 
ing for eraig. Mack is gaelic for a plain, aud seeing 
that the site embraces the almost level ground at the 
foot of Deanside brae, the compound word, perhaps, 
simply means the craig at the plain. When Ramshorn 
lands, situated to the westward of Craignaught, were 
being laid out in building lots, the rock there, being 
probably a continuation of the eraig^ caused some 
trouble. Thus, on 14th August, 1782, the town council, 
"considering that an idea has prevailed that houses to 
be built on Ramshorn ground will be damp on account 
that the course of the water and springs in these 
gprounds is stopped by a small ridge of whin dyke which 
rnns through the south parts of the ground, and that 
the removing of this idea will promote the sale ci 
steadings for building on," authorised a cut to be made 
" through the whin dyke ... so as the water may 
be cleared from Ramsh(»m ground" (MS. Council Rea, 
vol. 32 p. 88). Subsequently the council sanctioned the 
expenditure of £100 sterling in driving "amine through 
the whi?) rock, so deep below the surface as to bring the 
wells on the north side of the rode on a level on the 
south side thereof , which it was believed would effectually 
drain the ground on the north side" (/6. p. 107).

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1876. Jamesone — Lepers. 26 August, 1572, 3 p.m. 

James Anderaone sold to Sir Mark Jamesone, vicar of Kilspynde, an 
annualrent of 10 s. Scots furth of a tenement, fore and back, belonging to 
Sir James Hill, lying t.c., on the south side of the street called Troyngate, 
between the lands of John Youngar on the west, and of John Snodgers on 
the east. Sasine given by Mr. Adam Wallace, bailie. Thereafter, Sir Mark, 
moved with piety and zeal of devotion, resigned the annualrent in favour 
of Sir Robert Conighame in name and on behalf of the poor lepers dwelling 
(pauperum leproscrum degentium) in the hospital, situated at the south end of the 
bridge of Glasgow, and their successors there in all time coming.* Witnesses:

1 References to lepera and to hoepitals for their 
aooommodatioo occur among the oldest burgh laws. 
Thus in Ltget Butgorumt a 58, it is provided tliat those 
afllioted wiUi the disease who could sustain themselves 
should be put into the hospital of the burgh, and for 
those in poverty the burgesses were to gather money 
for their sustenance and clothing. The lepers were also 
allowed to ** sit at the toun end " and ask alms. Another 
act {^attita Oilde, c. 18) refers to the collection of alms 
"for the sustenance of lepers in a proper place outwith 
our burgh." At a later period (James I., 1427, o. 8) 
pariiament ordained that lepers though permitted to 
enter burghs on certain occasions should not be allowed 
to ask alms except '* at their awin hospitale, and at the 
porte of the toune, and uther placis outewith the 
borowis.** From such notices it may be inferred that 
lepers' hospitals were not uncommon adjuncts of ancient 
burghs. In Glasgow the bishops had originally the chief 
control over the affairs of the community, and it was 
probably they who caused the hospital to be erected at 
the outskirts of their burgh. The site, part of the lands 
of *'GuTan" (in the division latterly called Oorbals), 
had belong^ to the See from early times, and one of 
the old endowments consisted of ''tuabollis meill . . . 
oat of the bishoprick, yeirlie" (Glasg. Reo. it, p. 2gi3X 

Sir James T. Simpson in his erudite treatise on 
" Leprosy and Leper Hospitals in Scotland and England" 
(Arohsolc^cal Essays, pp. 1-184), gave a list of leper 
ho8|ritals traced by him, though on account of the 
difficulty in procuring information, it was not regarded 
as anything like complete. As regards the Glasgow 
hospital Professor Simpson cited the authority of M'Ure 
for its having been founded in 1S50 by the Lady of 
Lochow, daughter of Robert duke of Albany ; but in 
appended notes Dr. Joseph Robertson shows that if the 
tradition had any foundation in fact there was inaccuracy 
in details (lb. p. 162). Perhaps endowments came from 
the souroe Indicated by the Glasgow historian. 



In the appendix referred to Dr. Robertson quotes as 
the "earliest record notice" of the Glasgow hospital 
which he had observed, a charter granted in 1494, 
whereby William Steward, prebendary of Killearn and 
rector of Glassford, endowed a chaplain to serve in the 
chapel of SL Ninian which he had lately built for the 
hospital of the lepers near the bridge of Glasgow. On the 
anniversary of his death twenty-f our poor scholars were to 
assemble in the chapel of the hospital to perform certain 
services for which one penny was to be paid to each, 
and one shilling likewise was to be paid to the lepers. 
The lepers were to ring the chapel bell for the Salve 
Regina every night, and to pray in the chapel for their 
benefactors {lb. p. 163X The charter is printed in 
Registrum Episeopatus Glasguensis, pp. 488-90, No. 409. 

It happens that there are preserved among the city's 
papers three documents of an earlier date than that 
described by Dr. Robertson. One of these is an instru- 
ment under the hand of George Lorn, notary, setting 
forth that on SOth June, 1485, there assembled at the 
hospital of the lepers near the bridge of Glasgow all 
the men and women lepers dwelling therein, and, in 
presence of the notary and witnesses, appointed John 
Elphynstoun, burgess and citizen of Glasgow, their 
procurator, with special authority to receive sasine of 
an annualrent of 20 s., payable furth of a tenement of 
George Hucheson, on the west side of the street leading 
from the cathedral to the market cross, between the 
tenement of Patrick Swan on the south and the 
tenement of the master of the granmiar school on the 
north. The next document is an instrument by the 
same notary recording the giving of sasine on the 
following day, from which it is ascertained that the 
annualrent was gifted by Thomas Uuchonson, burgess 
and citizen of Glasgow, son and heir of George 
Huchonson, with consent of his father, for the poor and 
leprous persons, male as well as female, dwelling in the 
hospital, in pure alms, they making earnest supplications

1877. Tod — Lyndsaye. 29 August, 1572, 5 p.m. 

Sir Robert Conyghame, procurator and in name of Mr. David Bollok 
of Powhous, resigned in favour of Richard Tod, tailor, citizen, and Marion 
Lindsaye, his spouse, the north half of a great barn, lying t.c., near the 
Stabilgrene, between the lands of Brumehill on the west, and the street on 
the east. Sasine given by Mr. John Wilsoun, bailie. Witnesses: Sir Mark 
Jamesoun, vicar of Kilspindy, John Dalrumple, Archibald Lettrik and Robert 
Lettrik, officer. 

1878. AiKiN. 1 September, 1572, 8 am. 

James Aikin, maltman (polentarins)^ citizen, resigned in favour of himself 



in their daily prayers, for the souIh of George Huchonson, 
his wife, and their children, and for the souls of their 
parents and all the faithful dead. Sasine was given by 
John Burell, bailie, to John Elph>'nstone, as procurator 
for the lepers, in presence of Sir Alexander Glugstone, 
Thomas Bartholomew, John Hall, Patrick Swan, Robert 
Govane, John Quhyt, and Sir John Rankyne, chaplain. 
The third document is an instrument by George Lorn, 
notary, dated 16 August, 1401, narrating that Robert 
Adamsoun, burgess of the city, for the weal of his soul 
and for the weal of all the faithful dead, gave to the 
men and women lepers dwelling in the hospital mi 
annualrent of 12 d. payable furth of his tenement lying 
in the Walkergait. An interesting reference is made in 
this instrument to the chapel of St. Ninian as then 
newly built, the hospital being described as "juxta 
pontem Glasguensein et eapeUam Sancti Niniani 
noviter edifieatam." This was three years previous to 
Stewart's endowment in 1494, and oonflrms what is 
there stated regarding the date when the chapel which 
he had founded was built. 

In addition to the endowment specified in the text, 
there were other grants by Sir Mark Jameson to the 
hospital, as vouched by original instruments and other 
documents still preserved. A "rentole of Sir Mark 
Jamesoun foundatione of oertane annuelis to the pure 
lepir folkis beyond the brig of Glasgow" specifies 6s. 
upliftable from "Niniaiie Syar tenement in Briggate"; 
6 s. from a tenement and rig of land in the north vennel 
in Rutherglen; the 10 s. mentioned in the above 
protocol ; 8 s. from a tenement on the south side of 
Briggait ; 11 s. from a tenement in Troyngate ; and 14 s. 
to the court clerk and the master of St Nicholas 
Hospital "for uplifting of the saidis annuellis and 
utheris and distributing Uiairof to saidis seik folkis,"

Numerous entries in the council reoonls show that 
the leper hospital continued to be used till at least the 
the latter half of the 17th oentury. After the Reforma- 
tion the kirk-session nuuiifested their interest iu it >>y 
visitations, and by looking alter the ooUectioo of rents 
and the condition of the buildings. '* Straw, stobbs and 
riggen turf " are, on one occasion required for repairs 
(Woddrow's Collection for Life of David Weems, Maitland 
Olub, p. 40X But it was the town council who took the 
principal part in the management. A rental " of the haiU 
particulars belonging to the Lepper Hospital! beyond the 
bridge " appears in the council record on 6 August, 1664 
(Glasg. Reo. ii. p. 293). There are two boUs meal 
yearly from each of the abbacy of Paisley and the 
bishopric of Glasgow, with the like victual duty payable 
by "Lord Maxuell, out of the landlsof the Meamce." 
John Sheillis in Gorbals paid £6 18a 4 d. "for the feo 
dewtie of ane yaird thair quhilk perteanit to the 
hospitall "; and nine sums of 20 a and under amounted 
to £6 15 s. Two years subsequently the council sold a 
house and yard in Gorbals " belonging to the Leper 
Hospital " for £12 of yearly feu-duty. M'Ure in his 
history, which was published in 1786, mentions that 
"no remembrance or vestige" of the hospital then 
remained. How and when Uie building fell into 
desuetude has not been definitely ascertained, but it 
appears that part of the original property continued 
in the city's possession tiU 1798. In that year about 
551 sqiuure yards of ground fronting Adelphi Street, 
midway between Muirhead Street and Main Street, and 
" known by the name of fhe Lepers' yard," were exposed 
to public roup and acquired in lots by adjoining 
proprietors (MS. Council Record, voL 88, p. 227).

church to the market cross, between the lands of q. James Mure on the 
north, and the lands of George Herbertsoun and Margaret Mure, spouses, 
on the south. Sasine given by Mr. James Flemyng, bailie. Witnesses : f. 89. 
Thomas Spang, merchant, citizen, Robert Provand in Auchinloch, and John 
Stobo, officer. Property redeemable for 100 merks, with 10 merks of yearly 
profit. 

1880. Dalrumplk— Lyle — Kaye, 15 October, 1572, 9 a.m. 

Sir Robert Conyghame, procurator and in name of Mr. David Rollok 
of Powhous, resigned in favour of John Dalrumple, citizen, and Jonet Lyle, 
his spouse, the south half of a great barn, lying t.c., near the Stabilgreno, 
between the lands of Brumehill on the west, and the street on the east. 
Sasine given by Archibald Lyoun, bailie. Thereafter, John Dalrumpill and 
Jonet Lile sold the property to Quintin Kaye and Margaret Merschell, 
spouses, and 1.1., to whom the bailie gave sasine. Ratified by Jonet Ijile 
in absence of her husband. Witnesses : Sir Mark Jamesoun, vicar of Kilspynde, 
Cuthbert Herbertsone, Richard Tod, citizens, and Robert Nasmyth. 

1881. Flemyng. 22 October, 1572, 9 a.m. r. 90. 

Mathew Heriot, citizen, sold to James 
Flemyng, citizen, (1) a tenement or barn, with yard and pertinents, lying 
t.c., in the street called St. Tmewis-gayte^ between the lands of Archibald Mure 
on the east, of Robert Erskyn on the west, the lands sometime of the 
church of the blessed Mary on the north, and the street on the south ; (2) 
three roods of open land, lying t.c., in the croft called Palzoncroft, between 
the lands of Thomas Wattorston on the east, the lands of q.
